Please amend the above-identified application as follows: 
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Please replace the paragraph beginning at page 2, line 7 with the following amended 
paragraph: 

"Dry-creping" referred to here means cr e ping microcreping a preformed web, without the 
web being adhesively adhered to a surface (as in Yankee dryer) and does not preclude the 
addition of limited moisture during the process, as by adding a modicum of steam to the web to 
soften fibers to facilitate the dry-creping action.
